FOE  THE  YEAE  1933. 


The  Committee  of  Management  present  to  the  Subscribers  and 
Supporters  of  the  Institution  their  Eeport  of  the  work  during  the 
year,  and  of  its  affairs  generally. 

The  work  of  the  Institution  has  continued  to  make  satisfactory 
progress  during  the  year.  While  the  District  Midwifery  cases  attended 
by  our  Nurses  shew  a  decline,  in  our  Hospital  the  beds  have  been  fully 
occupied  throughout  the  year,  and  the  other  branches  of  our  work 
have  been  well  maintained. 

The  financial  position  shews  a  distinct  improvement  on  that  of  last 
year,  and  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  statement  of  the  Secretary,  annexed  to  this  Eeport,  gives 
particulars  of  the  work  of  the  year,  and  the  finance  in  more  detail.

Fund,  and  thereby  not  only  provided  a  Memorial  worthy  of  the 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Angus  Kennedy,  but  also  helped  our  Hospital 
to  clear  off  its  debt.

The  Garden  Party  and  Sale  of  Work,  held  in  the  grounds  of 
Chesterton  House  was,  as  usual,  a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  affair. 
A  net  sum  of  £605  7s.  2d.  was  realised.  This  was  within  a  few  shillings 
of  the  amount  received  last  year. 

The  Committee  realise  that  preparation  for  this  Sale  of  Work  has 
meant  many  months  of  hard  work  and  the  giving  up  of  leisure  moments 
on  the  part  of  the  Matron  and  her  Staff.  While  they  have  their  reward 
in  the  knowledge  that  their  efforts  have  again  achieved  success,  the 
Committee  wish  to  put  on  record  their  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  the 
efforts  each  one  made  towards  attaining  success.  They  also  wish  to 
thank  those  ladies  who  so  kindly  helped  on  that  occasion  by  taking 
stalls,  and  in  countless  other  ways. 

The  Ladies’  Association,  as  the  result  of  their  efforts  during  the 
year,  were  enabled  to  set  aside  £298  11s.  9d.  as  their  Donation  to  our 
work.  This  sum  was  expended  in  linen  and  blankets,  etc.,  and  also  in 
the  purchase  of  screens  for  use  in  the  Hospital,  the  other  articles  being 
divided  between  the  Hospital  and  the  Nurses’  Home. 

The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Association  for  their  continued  help  and  support  to  the 
work  of  the  Institution. 

The  Proprietors  of  the  “  Daily  Sketch  ”  again  generously  provided 
us  with  tickets  for  free  meals  during  the  winter  months,  and  also  with 
Christmas  hampers,  and  the  Church  Army  supplied  us  with  free  coal 
tickets. 

These  gifts  were  for  the  use  of  patients  known  by  us  to  be  in  urgent 
need,  and  through  these  kind  and  thoughtful  gifts  we  were  able  to  help 
many  poor  and  deserving  people. 

We  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  welcoming  as  new  members  of 
our  Committee  Mrs.  Pocock,  who  perhaps  is  more  widely  known  as 
Ruby  M.  Ayres,  Sir  Percy  Everett,  Dr.  Malcolm  Barker,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  East  Ham,  and  Councillor  P.  Hearn,  the  Chairman 
of  the  West  Ham  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Committee  have  decided  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  two 
Army  huts,  which  have  provided  sleeping  accommodation  for  some  of 
the  Nursing  Staff  for  some  years,  must  be  replaced  by  a  modern 
building,  and  they  intend,  if  possible,  to  build  a  new  wing  to  the  Nurses’ 
Home  on  the  site. 

It  is  intended  to  make  an  appeal  during  the  year,  and  the  Committee 
wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  hope  that  the  friends  of 
this  Institution  will  whole-heartedly  support  the  effort  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds. 

The  Committee  again  wish  to  stress  the  urgent  need  of  more  Annual 
Subscribers.  Through  various  causes,  subscriptions  have  ceased  or  have 
been  reduced. 

The  Institution  is,  happily,  to  a  large  extent  self-supporting,  but 
there  is  still  a  considerable  balance  which  can  only  be  met  by 
subscriptions  and  donations,  and  we  urge  our  friends  to  make  every 
effort  to  interest  their  friends  in  our  work,  and  to  get  them  to  become 
Annual  Subscribers.

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STATEMENT  of  the  Secretary  referred  to  in 
the  Report  of  the  Management  Committee. 


Once  more  the  year  has  drawn  to  its  close,  a  year  which,  perhaps, 
has  had  rather  more  than  its  share  of  difficulties  and  worries. 

Looking  at  the  statistics  one  fact  emerges,  a  fact  of  singular 
importance  to  the  life  and  well-being  of  this  Institution.  This  year 
again  shows  there  is  a  further  drop  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases 
attended  during  the  year. 

It  is  not  in  the  Hospital.  There,  the  beds  were  fully  occupied  every 
day  in  the  year. 

It  is  in  our  District  Midwifery  work,  just  as  it  was  so  last  year,  that 
the  decline  is  apparent,  and  unfortunately  it  has  been  continuous 
during  the  past  three  or  four  years. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  declining  birth  rate  which  has  affected 
the  whole  country  during  the  past  few  years,  has  also  affected  the 
districts  in  which  we  are  working 

Our  financial  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  shews  a  decided 
improvement  on  that  of  last  year.  Our  total  income  shews  a  con¬ 
siderable  drop,  but  happily  this  is  counterbalanced  by  a  still  larger 
drop  in  the  total  expenditure. 

The  income  for  the  year  was  £21,703  4s.  8d.,  being  £1,061  8s.  5d. 
less  than  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the 
smaller  number  of  patients  attended  and  the  consequent  loss  of  fees — 
a  smaller  number  of  pupils  being  trained,  and  by  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  Subscriptions  and  Donations. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  was  £21,512  5s.  lid.,  being  £1,308  6s.  2d. 
less  than  the  previous  year.  This  reduction  is  largely  in  the  cost  of 
provisions,  drugs,  etc.,  and  general  domestic  items.  In  all  of  these  we 
were  greatly  helped  by  the  fall  in  prices. 

The  result  is  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  are  in  the  happy  position 
of  having  a  balance  of  £190  18s.  9d.  Income  over  Expenditure.

Taking  all  the  different  departments,  i.e.,  Midwifery,  General 
District  Nursing,  Ante-Natal,  Post-Natal  and  Child  Welfare,  we  have 
attended  23,945  Cases  during  the  year.  The  number  of  Visits 
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by  our  Midwives  and  Nurses  to  these  patients  was  295,565,  and  the

Facts  worth  remembering ! 

There  was  no  Maternal  death  either  in  the  Hospital  or  on  the 
District  during  the  year. 

During  the  last  20  years  our  Midwives  have  attended  to  90,628 
maternity  cases,  either  in  our  Hospital  or  in  the  homes  of  the  patients. 

Only  105  of  these  mothers  have  died  during  childbirth. 

Our  rate  of  Maternal  Mortality  during  that  period  is  therefore 
only  1.14  in  every  1,000  cases. 

YEAR’S  WORK. 

A  review  of  the  statistics  shews  that  the  work  of  the  different 
departments,  with  the  exception  of  the  District  Midwifery  before 
referred  to,  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year. 

"Vr6  ttttl  number  of  midwifery  cases  attended  during  the  year  in 
the  Hospital  and  in  the  District  was  4,053.  This  was  410  cases  less 
than  we  attended  during  the  previous  year. 

The  work  of  General  District  Nursing  shews  a  further  decline 
m  the  number  of  cases  attended,  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  last  year 
was,  on  the  whole,  a  more  healthy  year. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  naturally  shews  a  small 
decrease,  consequent  upon  the  smaller  number  of  midwifery  cases 
attended.  ^

THE  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  work  of  our  Hospital  has  continued  very  satisfactorily  during 
the  year. 

The  In-Patients  numbered  1,607,  as  compared  with  1,704  for  the 
previous  year,  a  decrease  of  97. 

This  decrease  was  almost  entirely  in  the  medical  and  surgical 
cases. 

There  were  1,291  maternity  cases  and  316  medical  and  surgical 
cases  ;  1,304  babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital,  including  16  twins. 

There  were  11  cases  of  Caesarean  section  during  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  daily  was  59.63,  the 
average  length  of  their  stay  in  Hospital  being  13.84  days. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Eight  hundred  and  fifteen  operations  were  performed,  of  which 
13  were  major  operations  and  802  were  minor  operations,  the  latter 
including  cases  at  the  Dental  Clinic. 

The  cost  of  each  In-Patient  was  £4  16s.  Id.  for  the  period  they  were 
in  Hospital.

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DENTAL  CLINIC. 

The  work  of  the  Clinic  has  made  most  satisfactory  progress  during 
the  year,  shewing  a  marked  advance  on  the  work  of  previous  years. 

There  were  600  New  Cases  and  47  re-attendances  of  cases  on  the 
books.  Of  this  total  552  were  Extractions  and  95  fillings  and  other 
treatment. 


THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  pupils  were  admitted  to  the  Training 
School  during  the  year.  In  addition  there  were  27  Midwives  who  came 
for  a  short  term  of  Post-Graduate  experience. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  pupils  entered  for  the  Examination 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  ;  of  these  140  were  successful  in  the 
Examination  and  there  were  17  failures.

Dr.  Angus  Endicott  Kennedy  Memorial. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  friends  of  the  late  Dr.  Angus  Kennedy 
decided  that  they  would  like  to  create  a  Memorial  to  his  memory. 
A  Committee  was  formed,  and  the  Bishop  of  Barking  was  appointed 
Chairman  and  Lord  Bethell  Vice-Chairman.  The  Committee  decided 
that  an  Appeal  should  be  made,  and  that  the  money  raised  by  such 
Appeal  should,  after  placing  a  suitable  Memorial  Tablet  in  the  Hospital, 
be  used  in  helping  to  pay  off  the  Building  Debt  on  the  Hospital. 

Friends  of  the  late  Dr.  Kennedy  from  near  and  far  gladly  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  contributing  to  the  Memorial,  and  as 
a  result  of  the  Appeal,  after  providing  for  a  Memorial  Tablet  in  the 
Hospital,  there  was  left  a  balance  of  £1,222  Os.  5d.  towards  liquidation 
of  the  debt. 

The  Memorial  was  unveiled  by  Lady  Bethell  on  the  6th  July  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  number  of  his  friends. 

Lady  Bethell  on  unveiling  the  Tablet  said  that  she  felt  they  were 
there  to  pay  their  last  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  who  was  not  only 
their  Doctor,  but  was  also  their  very  true  and  dear  friend. 
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PLAISTOW  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL 
LADIES’  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Ladies’  Association  was  formed  by  Mrs.  Kennedy  in  1927, 
with  the  object  of  providing,  as  far  as  possible,  all  garments,  linen, 
blankets,  etc.,  needed  in  our  Maternity  Hospital. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  difficulties  which  they  have  had  to 
face  during  the  year,  the  Ladies’  Association  has  every  right  to  feel 
pleased  and  satisfied  with  its  progress  during  the  year. 

Amongst  the  many  activities  of  the  members  there  were  Concerts, 
Whist  Drives,  American  Teas  and  the  Garden  Party  given  by  Dr.  F. 
Hogg  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Peter  Kennedy. 

So  successful  were  their  efforts  that  the  Ladies’  Association,  after 
giving  a  Donation  of  £52  10s.  to  the  Dr.  Angus  Kennedy  Memorial 
Fund,  was  able  to  allocate  £298  11s.  9d.  towards  the  purchase  of  linen, 
etc.,  for  the  Hospital,  and  also  for  the  Nurses  Home. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  purchase  of  screens  for  use  in 
the  Hospital  and  of  rugs  for  the  nurses  beds.

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THE  BEEHIVE  FUND. 


Many  years  ago,  as  far  back  in  fact  as  1898,  this  Fund  was  started 
by  Miss  Buchanan,  who  in  those  days  was  working  at  Plaistow.  She 
found  one  of  the  great  difficulties  of  nursing  was  the  lack  of  proper 
clothing  for  the  patients,  and  so,  with  some  of  her  fellow  nurses,  she 
thought  out  and  started  the  Beehive  Scheme. 

Briefly  stated,  the  main  idea  of  the  Beehive  Fund  is  to  provide 
clothing  and  articles  suitable  to  a  patient  in  bed  ;  any  money  is  spent 
on  mackintosh  sheeting  and  appliances. 

First  you  have  the  Queen  Bees,  who  each  undertake  to  provide  a 
swarm  of  25  Bees,  25  garments  and  25  pence. 

Then  there  are  the  Bees.  These  are  each  expected  to  give  one 
garment  and  one  penny  a  year. 

The  garments  are  to  be  suitable  for  people  of  all  ages — men,  women 
and  children. 

It  does  not  seem  an  onerous  undertaking  to  become  a  Bee  or  even  a 
Queen  Bee,  and  if  our  readers  could  only  realise  what  this  Fund  means 
to  those  who  have  to  nurse  the  sick  people,  how  they  are  able  by  means 
of  this  Fund  to  provide  proper  clothing  for  patients  who  are ‘so  very 
poor  that  they  are  quite  unable  to  make  provision  for  illness,  then  we 
feel  sure  they  would  be  eager  to  join  in  the  good  work. 

The  Beehive  Fund  is  now  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Williams, 
whose  address  is  Caerhays  Castle,  Gorran,  R.S.O.,  Cornwall,  and  of 
Mrs.  Sidney  Browne,  whose  address  is  341  Beckton  Road,  E.16. 

They  would  be  glad  to  welcome  new  members  and  to  receive  help 
of  any  kind  for  the  Fund. 

The  Bees  can  look  back  on  a  very  successful  year’s  work.  £18  5s.  4d. 
was  collected  and  853  garments  received,  a  smaller  number  than  last 
year,  but  perhaps,  more  carefully  selected. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  gift  of  28  blankets.  It  is  hard 
to  think  of  people,  in  these  days,  lying  in  bed  without  blankets, 
especially  when  they  are  ill.  But  our  nurses  found  that  this  was  so, 
and  the  gratitude  of  both  nurses  and  patients  for  this  gift  can  readily 
be  understood.

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The  Field  of  Work. 


1.  The  districts  nursed  may  be  shortly  described  as  the  Boroughs 
of  West  Ham  and  East  Ham,  and  Barking. 

2.  The  population  includes  skilled  artisans,  who  when  in  work 
receive  good  wages ;  and  also  many  unskilled  labourers  who,  in  normal 
times,  are  badly  paid,  and  often  cannot  get  employment,  dock  and 
riverside  work  being  at  the  best  of  times  intermittent.  Thus  there  are 
few  people  of  means  ;  the  population  is  largely  a  floating  one  ;  poverty 
is  the  rule,  and  destitution  is  terribly  common. 

3.  Taking,  then,  the  work  of  the  Institution  as  a  whole,  it  has  a 
right  to  the  enthusiastic  and  regular  assistance  of  all  who  are  interested 
in  West  and  East  Ham ;  in  a  wider  sense  it  appeals  to  all  the  wealthier 
inhabitants  of  London  on  behalf  of  one  of  the  poorest,  most  populous, 
and  most  hard-working  districts  of  the  east,  and  in  the  largest  view  it 
may  call  for  the  sympathy  and  support  of  every  one  in  the  Kingdom 
who  has  the  energy  to  consider  seriously  the  national  evils  which  it 
contributes  to  check,  and  the  human  kindness  to  make  some  personal 
sacrifice  in  aid  of  an  Institution  which  most  nearly  touches  the 
lives  of  women  and  children.

(b)  To  provide  at  small  expense  reliable  midwives,  monthly  and 

general  nurses  for  persons  otherwise  unable  to  secure  such 
assistance. 

(c)  To  provide  and  maintain  a  hospital  for  the  reception  of 

maternity  and  other  cases 

(d)  To  work  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  of  the 

Ministry  of  Health,  and  establish  Centres  and  Infant 
Clinics  in  connection  therewith. 

(e)  To  provide  and  maintain  a  milk  depot  in  connection  with  the 

work  of  the  Institution. 

(/)  To  train  women  of  every  social  class  in  nursing  and  to  prepare 
them  by  practical  and  theoretical  instruction  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and  for  nursing  work  in 
villages  and  cottages.
